An Editorial 


REMIER BENNETT has thought better of his decision 
to pass up Edmonton, has cancelled his flight 
from Seattle to New York by American airplane, and will 
appear in the city on Wednesday evening, in ‘hope, no 
doubt, of offsetting to some degree the address which 
Rt. Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King is scheduled to deliver here 
the same evening. 


For five years Mr. Bennett has been the unswerving 
champion and protector of special privilege and organized 
greed in Canada. He has maintained and defended high 
interest- rates. He held to the gold standard when his 
doing so drove wheat down to twenty cents a bushel in 
Edmonton. He barricaded our ports against goods shipped 
here to pay for Canadian products, and thereby helped to 
cut our export trade from $1,120,000,000 in 1930 to $579,- 
000,000 in 1934. Having strangled trade and destroyed 
tariff revenue, he has multiplied other forms of taxation 
while raising the national debt $669,000,000 in five years. 


While he boasts that he has loaned federal money to 
the western provinces in order to keep them in position to 
pay interest on their bonds, he has loaned and presented 
more money and credit to the Canadian Pacific Railway 
and other private institutions than he lent to these pro- 
vinces, loans to some of these institutions being given at no 
interest at all. He exacted from the provinces an interest 
rate that was without defence until Premier Hepburn of 
Ontario smashed the grip of the money interests; and 
within one hour of that being done the wires carried news 
that Mr. Bennett would reduce interest rates to the pro- 
vinces and make the reduction retroactive. 


Elected to ‘end unemployment,” Mr. Bennett has seen 
unemployment sweep across the country like a tidal wave 
without making one resolute attempt to curb the havoc, 
until today there are more than one million Canadians on 
the “dole” he denounced with such fury. When young 
men and women have appealed to him for work they have 
‘been told they were too “‘choosey.” Unemployed men have 
been called ‘“‘derelicts,” for whom the country had no re- 
sponsibility. The people of the West have been told to 
“tighten their belts” and live like their forefathers, that 
they might continue to pay the usual toll to usury and pro- 
vide fat dividends for gentlemen exposed by the Price 
Spreads Commission. When men have sought to make 
their way to the capital of the Dominion they have been 
denied the use of the King’s highways, arrested, treated’ as 
malefactors, and threatened with the “ruthless heel” of 
suppression, 


The Premier has been the head of a one-man Govern- 
ment, a dictator alike to his colleagues, to parliament, and 
to the public. He has repudiated the implications of cabi- 
net: solidarity, parliamentary responsibility, and public 
right to free speech and democratic action. He has treated 
his Ministers like office boys, parliament as a nuisance, 
and the public as serfs. As the crowning glory of his 
career he saddled the country with a privately-owned Cen- 
tral Bank, vested it with powers hitherto held by the Gov- 
ernment, and hedged it about with legislative privileges 
and bulwarks calculated to check the demand for monetary 
reform for ten years. 


This is the Mr. Bennett who comes to Edmonton as 
the great reformer(?) with a program of promises as ex- 
tensive as the list of unkept promises he made to Edmon- 
ton audiences in the summer-of 1930.

Two fire trucks, a police emerg- 
ency crew and an ambulance stood 
by. The ambulance and emergency 
crew were kept out of the flier’s 
sight behind a hangar. Two street- 
flushing trucks, containing 2,500 
gallons of water each, attended the 
fire trucks. 

The plane left the ground and 
went some distance not more than 
50 feet in the air. The fire, water 
trucks, ambulance and police 
crew raced down the field to be 
ready in event of a crash. 

Slowly the Lithuanica II gained 
altitude. Little more than 100 feet 
up it became a speck in the dis- 
tance, and was gone.

On the showing 
of the Premier that is entirely practicable, 
without inflation, without departing from the 
gold standard pretension, without making any 
shift at all from the traditional folly of borrow- 
ing money for public purposes and paying 
interest on it.

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The Passing Show 


By J. S COWPER 

Turn from contempiating the speed and lux- 
ury of great ocean masterpieces of naval archi- 
tecture like the Normandie and the Queen 
Mary, whose size, powers and luxuries strike 
dumb the imagination, to consider a boat. whose 
coming meant more to Canada than these great 
modern floating hotels. 

A little item placed on the 
press wire from Vancouver a 
few days ago says that the 
mast of the Beaver, used as a 
flagstaff near to the Rowing 
Club was split in a gale of 
wind last week-end. Trivial, 
eh? 

To many people the item 
will serve only as proof that 
they do occasionally get a 
high wind at the coast. To

the sea-faring community and the children of 
pioneers, it is a reminder of the bravest little 
craft, save the ketch Nonsuch, that the Hud- 
son's Bay ever sent to Canada. But Where the 
Nonsuch took the original adventurers to Hud- 
son's Bay, the Beaver brought steam power to 


the gateway of western Canada. 
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She was only a tiny thing as ships now 
measure—not so very much bigger than one of 
the power lifeboats that will be carried on the 
boat deck of the Queen Mary. She had an over- 
all length of 101 feet, 4 inches, and was driven 
by paddle wheels, but her first master, Capt. 
David Home, took her from Gravesend, near 
where she was built, down the English channel, 
across the Atlantic, round Cape Horn and up to 
Fort Vancouver on the Columbia river, under 
sail alone. She left Gravesend, just a hundred 
years ago—August 29, 1835, to be exact—and 
arrived at Fort Vancouver early in May, 1836. 
That must have been a memorable six months 
trip in the little packet. 

May 16, 1836, saw the work of installing the 
paddle wheels completed, steam raised in the 
boiler, and the watess of the Pacific ocean ‘for 
the first time churned by the power of steam. 


The little Beaver was the forerunner of the 
great ships of commerce and the fleets of war 
that under stupendous horse-power have since 
ploughed sea-lanes in the Pacific. 

The building of a steam vessel for the Pacific 
was an event of such importance a century ago 
that His Majesty King William attended the 
launching and subsequent festivities. The spec- 
tacle of a ship belching out smoke and being 
driven by mechanical paddles so struck the 
imaginations of the Indians at Bella Bella that 
they decided to emulate the Beaver. They felled 
the biggest cedar they could find, burned and 
chopped away the inside, and stretched the 
beam with wooden stretchers. The work was 
carried on in secret up a hidden creek. When 
she was finished the rival to the Beaver made 
her remarkable appearance. Over thirty feet 
in length, painted jet black with white port- 
holes and a crew of fleet paddle men concegled 
in her housing, the rival vessel was propelled 
at high speed while smoke belched out from an 
improvised chimney. 

It didn’t take long for the paddlers to tire. 
The Beaver was soon left undisputed Queen of 
the Pacific. 


It was the Beaver that carried the first 
survey party north to Vancouver Island. The 
surveyors had to decide upon a new site for a 
Fort, following disputes over the boundary. 
They gave the new fort the name of the new 
young queen Victoria. 

Beaver musj have looked like a young man 
o’ war, for according to Dr. J. S. Helmcken who 
was physician for the company at that time, she 
had.four brass cannon at her ports, muskets and 
cutlasses in racks at her mainmast, and hand 
grenades in safe places. Boarding nets hung at 
her sides ready to be triced up in emergency. 


Opposite the site of the new fort was the 
Indian village of the Songhees—now used as 
C.N.R. yards. When the Beaver fired her first 
gun to salute the new fort, the hundreds of 
Indian inhabitants fled inland for their lives. 
It was the common belief of the coast Indians 
that the Beaver, with its smoke and steam, its 
power of motion and its shrill whistle, was some 
kind of monstrous devil kept by the Hudson's 
Bay Company, for the subjugation of the tribes- 
men 

All of the original survey of B.C. coastal 
waters was carried out by parties on the Beaver. 
Like the industrious little animel after which 
she was named, and which at that time was the 
basis of barter cn the coast, she never tired of 
work. From 1836 till 1888 she plied her work 
on lawful occasions, till on the stormy night of 
July 26, 1888, bucking the fierce tide that then 
used to run through First Narrows, entering 
Vancouver Harbor, she piled up in the darkness 
on the rocks near Prospect Point. 

For four years ‘she lay there. A company 
was formed to float and transport her to the 
World’s Fair at Chicago. Ships Mave souls, as 
every sailorman knows, and Beaver refused to 
have her bones reclothed and be moved to alien 
soil. One night, while the promoters were 
planning, she disappeared, slowly sliding off 
into the deep channel. Of her trophies, the 
ship's bell and anchor found their way to the 
Vancouver museum. The mainmast—the one 
that split in the gale last week—was erected in 
Stanley Park near the Rowing Club 

They built ships well in those days. No 
wonder they referred to “the wooden walls of 
England” and the “hearts of oak.’ Beaver's keel 
was of elm, of unusual size and strength, with 
heavy oak stern and sternpost. Her ribs were 
of oak and greenheart. Her planking was of 
oak and African teak, fastened to the frames 
with copper bolts and oak tree-nails. The 
inside lining was of oak and teak, braced with 
heavy iron strengtheners, run diagonally and 
bolted to several frames. 

Next time you visit Vancouver, stop off at 
Prospect Point and see the gray stone cairn 
erected by the Hudson's Bay Company in mem- 
ory of the famous little craft. She pioneered 
the Pacific and brought the fur-traders to our 
western doors, The cairn, at any rate, won't 
split in a high wind.

; Beets 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
Beets are one of the standard vegetables 
throughout the world, but most people are only 
familiar with the boiled root, from which part 
of the nutritive value has been absorbed, if 
the beets are cooked in the customary manner 
in large amounts of water. The entire plant 


may be used for fodd, as 
there is nothing injurious in 
the leaves, stems, or root. 


Beets are a trifle more nour- 
ishing than carrots or tur- 
nips, due to the greater 
amount of sugar which they 
contain. They provide the 
body with a _ considerable 
amount of roughage and are 
valuable because of their al- 
kaline forming minerals. The 
beet greens are equally as 
wholesome as spinach. In baking beets, the 
roots are cut from the tops and tails, thoroughly 
washed and baked in the oven like potatoes. 
You will find that when prepared in this man- 
ner, the beets have a sweet, pleasant flavor. 
After baking whole, the beets may be chopped 
up and served with a little butter. Or, the 
beets may be finely ground before baking and 
bake@® in a casserole or glass baking dish. 

In boiling beets, they may be washed, peeled 
and cut into small pieces. By cooking them in 
a small amount of water with a close fitting 
lid, they will have little or no juice left by the 
time the beets are tender. You will find that 
cutting them up first will cut down appreciably 
on the cooking time required: Season with but- 
ter or cream when ready to serve. 


The beet roots may also be grated and used 
raw as you use carrots. Raw beets are excellent 
when served with cottage cheese and lettuce. 
The beets should be grated immediately before 
being served, as they will turn black if allowed 
to stand before using. 

When you wish to add variety to your salad, 
try finely chopping small, tender beet leaves 
with a pair of scissors or a French knife and 
add to your other salad vegetabies. 

Because ef their pronounced red color, beets 
may be used to determine how long it takes for 
food to pass through the digestive tube. If you 
wish to use a simple home test to find if food 
material is moving along the intestine as fast 
as it should, all that you have to do is to take 
a large helping of cooked beets. The red color- 
ing of the beets will appeer in the feces within 
20 hours if the large intestine cleanses itself 
well; within 24 hours, if elimination is normal; 
and if it does not appear for 48 hours, you may 
be sure that the intestines are sluggish, which 
will account for the abnormal delay. 

Here are a few recipes using beets which 
may help you: 

MIXED GREENS—One bunch beet tops, one 
bunch turnip tops, one bunch radish tops, or, 
you may substitute other greens such as spinach, 
mustard greens, dandelion greens, etc. Cook in 
as small an amount of water as possible, follow- 
ing the method for preparing spinach. 

BAKED BEETS AND POTATOES—Boil the 
young beet roots and when cooked, rub off the 
skin, chop finely and place in the bottom of 
individual baking dishes. Cover the layer of 
beets with a layer of parboiled potato cubes. 
Sprinkle with chepped parsley. and celery. 
Repeat the layers until the dish is filled. Bake 
for 20 minutes and then dot with butter and 
cover with a thin layer of diced or mashed pota- 
toes. Place in the oven again and allow to 
remain until delicately browned.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date London, Canada 
West, was incorporated as a city. 
So that teday is London's civic 
birthday. But, of course, there 


had been a London long before 
that. At one time Governor 
Simcoe had the idea of locating 
the capital of Upper Canada at 
the spot, but that dream was 
never realized and Toronto be- 
came the capital. The real be- 
ginning of London was on Janu- 
ary 30, 1826, when the legislature 
of Upper Canada passed a bill 
creating the District of London 
with a courthouse and jail. In 
1838 it became a garrison town. 
There followed in due tine evo- 
lution as a police village, as a 
town and finally as a city 

All through its history its citi- 
zens have been industrious and 
enterprising. Money was _sub- 
scribed in 1850 towards the Great 
Western Railway, but London did 
not wait for that main line. It 
built its own railway to Port 
tanley and made it pay until the 
advent of the motor car spoiled 
traffic receipts. By degrees its 
industries grew until they were 
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nationally known, its educational 
facilities kept pace with its busi- 
ness. Time made it an important 
railway junction point, men and 
women made it a city beautiful, 
ene in which it is a pleasure to 
live, with all the comforts of 
modern life without the turmoil 
and bustle of greater cities. It is 
a university city, with the West- 
ern University, of which al! 
western Ontario is proud. It is 
doubly a cathedral city, for it is 
the see of both the Anglican 
diocese of Huron and of the 
Roman Catholic diocese of Lon- 
don, and it is a city without 
racial differences, and with very 
few credal disputes. The Lon- 
doners of Canada delight to voice 
their pride in their city, and they 
have every right to do so. Espe- 
cially so when they can look back 
upon the honor roll of citizens 
who have aided in the develop- 
ment of Canada, men like the 
Merediths, Sir Adam Beck, Hon. 
W. H. Draper, Mahlon Burwell. 
Sir John Carling, and their suc- 
cessors, Londoners first of course, 
but sturdy Canadians and Bri- 
tishers every one of them.

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As long ago as 1912 it was definitely known that poverty was 
ar unnecessary disease; that the abolition of poverty was effi- 
ciently possible; that this would not involve any confiscation; and 


that the abolition of poverty on a world-wide scale would wipe 
out all standing armies and all navies and remove the:menace of 


War. 


The assembling of the facts on which this knowledge was 
based did not result in any political action before the World War 
broke out; and since then the mental forces of the world havc 
remained in a state of whirling chaos, always keeping another 
war dangerously near, and hindering any constructive policy. 


One great thing about this power to abolish poverty is that 
it is easily understood. There is no need to worry about unearned 
increment; or about national profit; or any other factor involving 


masses of figures. 


Any one who can read and write can master 


the truth of how to aholish poverty in less than an hour. 


First you must learn why poverty exists. This is because 
Governments pay interest instead of paying wages for produc- 
tion; and pay non-productive wages for armies and navies instead 


of paying wages for production. 


These two methods are the two 


exclusive reasons for the existence of poverty. 


Take Canada with ten million people; a public debt (federal, 
Provincial and municipal) aggregating eight billion dollars and 
piling up interest and sinking fund charges at every tick of the 
clock. Add to this corporation debts, and mortgage debts, and 
private debts of an even greater amount, also piling up interest 
and sinking fund charges. You will be convinced that the profits 
of production are forfeited before they are earned and poverty 
is a created and enforced condition. 


Provide for paying off all public debt as well federal as pro- 
Vincial and municipal in federal legal tender secured for retirée- 
ment by a specific two per cent sinking fund on each revenue up 
to the extent it is affected by the paying off of any bonds, and 
you will have an ample and sound money available for all Cana- 
dian investments and purposes and sufficient to carry out the end- 


ing of poverty in Canada. 


The actual carrying out of the abolition of poverty can be done 
by the Federal Government paying all-wages of production, and 
recovering the amounts so expended by means of a sales tax, an 
export tax, and installing a system of freight rates whereunder 
basic products are brought to cach community in Canada at a 


uniform price per ton. 


Any deficit in the amount produced by 


the sales tax and the export tax would have to be met out of

Everything may be analyzed by theory and conclusion once 
you have the governing facts reduced to understandable terms 
The first fact of substance is that the cost of money to the pro- 
ducers of natural products amounts to not less than twelve per 


cent on his output. 


The men who realize this are the ones who 


stay in business; the others get eliminated from year to year. 


The second fact of substance is that within some reasonable 
space of time there will be a market somewhere for any natural 
product provided the producer can hold on for that space of time. 
Under our present system the producer cannot hold on; his wage 
earners must be paid and the producer has to sell for what he can 


get. 


The third fact of substance is that some communities are ready 


to buy provided the price is attractive. 


The only way to always 


have an attractive price, is to have a uniform price at every 


community in the nation. 
buying power. 


Nothing else will sustain adequate 


The fourth fact is that when the producer cannot hold on for 
a favorable market and must sell for what he can get, his wage- 
earners have to contribute towards the loss either by lower wages 


‘or working part time. 


An efficient meeting of these conditions is only possible by 
making the payment of wages a national function fulfilled with 
national legal tender; and collected by a sales tax and an export 


tax. 


By this method the producer is freed from the interest load, 
and can sel] when the market is best; the wage-carners get their 


wages in real money without any deducticns or part time; 
sales tax and the export tax do not carry interest; 


the 
every com- 


munity in the nation is given equal price and equal basis of buy- 


ing-power. 


The forces which create poverty are destroyed.

Sketehes of Ordinary Things 

I've rather a feeling that some of 
you may be a little disappointed | 
with these lessons. I expect you| 
would have preferred some so-/ 


called “short cuts to sketching,”| 
wouldn't you? You know the sort} 
of thing I mean—how to turn a 
big circle and a little circle into the’ 
picture of a rabbit, or a square and} 
a triangle over an oblong into a 
cow jumping over a gate! Well, 
that’s all very well for fun, but it's 

absolutely no good for teaching| 
you how to draw anything and 
everything. I want to show you 
how to look at things with the cye 
of the artist, so that you will be 
able to reproduce all the lovely, 
thrilling, funny, sad and interesting 
things of everyday with the hand 
of the artist. Of course, you can’t 
learn this all at once. but I promise 
you that you will learn, and im- 
prove all the time, if you persevere. 

Now for this week's lesson. You 
all want to be able to make port- 
raits of your friends, don't you? 
Well, in preparation for this, it is a 
good plan to do drawings of ordin- 
ary inanimate things. For one 
thing, a jug. or a book, or a pot of 
flowers, doesn't move a bit, and 
until you've had some practice in| 
putting down on paper what you/ 
see, you will find it very difficult 
if not impossible to sketch in 
quickly the main characteristics of 
anyone's head and features. At first 
sight, it seems a bit of a “come- 
down” to prepare for drawing a 
face by drawing the kettle and the 
dictionary! But if you look upon 
the latter as portraits too, you'll 
find it rather fun. 

Arrange your models in as nice 
a@ group as you can, and draw therm 
in with charcoal on a big sheet of 
cartridge paper. Put in carefully 
any shadows there may be, noticiny 
how different these are, according 
to whether they come on the
